A proposal by Representative Towner of Iowa to eliminate the proposed 


three billion dollar loan to the Allies was killed also. 


Speeches by Republican Leader Mann and Representative Rainey of 


Illinois, Fitzgerald of New York and Gardner of Massachusetts, urging full 


adoption of the broad features of the Administration’s plan, were roundly ap 


plauded. 


Representative Towner explained he did not think power should be vest­ 


ed In the Secretary of the Treasury and the President alone to manage tho 


loans without more assistance from (’ougress. 
Ho declared he was not oppos­ 


ed to the proposed loan itself 


Representative Fitzgerald aroused great enthusiasm by declaring he 


favored making the loan at once, not because of a desire to help another 


nation but to help maintain the rights of the United States. 


“ W hatever we may owe to France Is not enough to Justify our entering 


the war," he said. 
“ W e have been dragged Into this w ar by another nation's 


violation of our rights. 
I have no sympathy with tho statement that we 


may or may not get our money back. 
That is of no difference." 


After rejecting a proposal to limit the term of the foreign loan bonds, an 


amendment by Representative Kitchin was adopted providing that not only 


that part of the five billion dollar bond issue first differed as a popular 


loan should not be af less than par, but the portion not subscribed, for which 


the Secretary of the Treasury may otherwise dispose of, shall be "at not less 


than par.’* 
A flood of proposed amendments delayed the final vote, which, it appear 


ed, would not be reached until late this afternoon or possibly early this

In n great many communities, in 
eluding Washington and Payette cotta* 
tv tin* work of tho registrar ha* been 
hampered by failure of tho attending 
physician or nu ran to report turtles 
As a result of the laxity in report 
ing ^births, many have not been 
re 
corded, it is claimed, and it Is to rem 
ody this infraction of the Jaw that 
the orders have been issued. 
Despite the fact t hat Ohio ha* on 
Us statute books a “model law" for 
the collection of birth reports, etatis 
tics that are absolutely necessary as 
basis for Intelligent public health 
work, the present system of report 
ing is so lax that Ohio is net one of 
the states included In the Birth Reg- 
1st rat ion Area of the lf.
